ously throughout all the ages men- 
tioned in the Bible wherever there 
were men of faith whom God could 
use in prayer and work. For in- 
stance, there were miracles with 
Moses before the law was given 
at Sinai, at Sinai, and then they 
continued down through the years. 
Miracles were in every age and not 
just at the beginning of each age 
but recurring again and again. 
There was a great pericd of mira- 


cles under Elijah and Elisha, yet 


they neither began nor ended any 
age or dispensation. Every ag¢ 
mentioned by the Bible was an age 
of miracles. 


Study of Miracles Carries One 
Through the Entire Bible 


To impress upon your mind how 
thoroughly all ages of the Buble 
were miracle ages, let us recount 
some of the muracles. 


All the creation story in Gene- 
sis is the story of miracles. The 
creation of the world, of light, of 
plants, of fish, fowl, and animals, 
creation of man — all were marvéel- 
ous miracles. At times it becomes 
apparent that a miracle working 
God is the basis of everything 
There followed the miraculous 
translation of Enoch, the miracu- 
lous flood covering the whole earth, 
the miraculous confusion of 
tongues at Babel, the miracles 
in the life of Abraham, in- 
cluding the miraculous de- 
struction of Scdom and Gomor- 
rah, the miraculous birth of Issac 
from the dead womb of Sarah, etc. 
The visions and dreams of Jacob 
and Joseph were miracies, super- 
natural, not natural. 


After a lapse of 400 years in 
which no miracle is recorded, God 
appeared to His people in Egypt. 
The age of miracies was not past. 
God proved Himself by wonderful 
miracies: Moses’ rod turned to a 
serpent, water turned to blood, the 
firstborn died, the Red Sea opened, 
water came out of the rock, manna 
came from Heaven, and many, 
many others. When Moses died, 
he was miraculously buried. Joshua 
took the leadership over Israel and 
the miraculous opening of the Jor- 
dan River followed, with the water 
standing up on either side. The 
sun stood still at His command. 


After Joshua there followed a 
period of distress and confusion 
with no miracles recorded. But 
the age of miracles was not past. 
God called Gideon by an angel trom 
Heaven. Gideon demanded of the 
angel, “Where be all his miracles 
which our fathers told us of?” 
(Judges 6:13). And God gave 
miracies again. He worked mir- 
acles for Samson. Other miracles 
occurred during the tempestuous 
time of the judges. Again there 
was a lapse in recorded miracles, 
but the age of miracles was not 
past. In the days of the kingdom, 
God spoke to warn and help His 
people by wonderful miracies in 
the days of David, Solomon, Eli- 
jah,-Elisha, Jonah, Isaiah, and un- 
named prophets and seers. Be- 
tween the close of the Old Testa- 


ment with the book of Malachi and. 


the beginning of New Testament 
times, there is a silent 400 years 
during which we have no record of 
miracles, prophetic inspiration, nor 
anything of the kind. But the age 
of miracles had not past. All the 
Sadducees, (the modernists of the 
day) taught that there would be 
ho more miracles, and even among 
the faithful of God’s people many 
doubts arose. But again God visit- 
ed His people and marvelous mir- 
acles began to show themselves 
again. Angels appeared to Zach- 
arias, to Joseph, and the shepherds 
on the hillside. The wise men from 
the East were miraculously led and 
encouraged by signs from Heav- 
en. The greatest miracle of all is 
that Jesus was conceived in the 
womb of & virgin, as the very be- 
gotten Son of God, The life of Je- 
sus abounds in miracles. Though 
Jesus would not work a miracle 
for such scoffers and skeptics as 
the Pharisees (Matt. 16:4) and 
Herod (Luke 23:8) but repeated- 
ly, in hundreds of cases He worked 
miracles in answer to the request 
of the blind, the deaf, the dumb, 
the lepers, and responding to the 
unspoken plea of broken hearted 


‘| loved ones, He raised the dead 


brother, Lazarus, and the dead son 
of the widow of Nain. Jesus never 
discouraged the idea of miracles 
nor refused them where there was 
whole hearted belief, Miracles were 
never given as a show to the curi-

ous, but were the response of a 
miracle working Gcd to the real 
need of those who trust Him. Je- 
sus was not stingy with miracles. 
He allowed the twelve to work mir- 
acles, also the seventy, and when 
others besides tock it upon them- 
selves to cast out devils (Mark 
8:38, 39) He forbade John to in- 
terfere with them. 


The miracles continued on after 
the death of Jesus. The resurrec- 
tion of Jesus did not end the mir- 
acles. His ascension followed, then 
visible tongues like as of fire at 
Pentecost, the miraculous speak- 
ing in many tongues, the earth- 
quake of Acts 4:31, etc. The lame 
man was healed at the gate of the 
temple, Ananias and Sapphira 
were struck dead, Paul was struck 
down on the road to Damascus 
miraculously and heard the super- 
natural voice of Christ from Heav- 
en. Miracles of healing and raisin 
the dead followed Peter. Paul aad 
Barnabas, and later Paul and Silas, 
witnessed many miracles long after 
the ascension of Christ. 


Miracles to the Very Close of 


the Bible 


The book of Acts is the last nar- 
rative book in the New Testament, 
and it, like the gospels, is full of 
miracles. Near the very close of 
the book of Acts we are told how 
Paul miraculously healed Publis’ 
father, on the island where he was 
ship wrecked, and the poison ser- 
pent which should have killed Paul, 
fell harmlessly into the fire. Paul 
mentions other miracles, includ- 
ing .the miraculous revelation of 
Christ to Paul and of the man 
(was it Paul himself?) caught up 
to Heaven to receive revelations 
which could not be uttered! 


The book of Revelation is a book 
of prophecy, looking through the 
future to the unending eternity, 
but it stops long enough in the 
present age to tell us how the aged 
John, on the Isle of Patmos, saw 
a miraculous vision of Jesus and 
had a miraculous revelation of the 
future. 

The Bible is a Book of miracles. 
All the ages of the past of which 


God gives us any inspired record 


were ages of miracles. Because 
there were periods in which God 
did not show Himself publicly in 
many miracles was no sign God 
had quit working miracles and 
when He raised up men on faith, 
again He showed miracles to His 
own glory. 


ll. MIRACLES FORETOLD FOR 
ALL FUTURE AGES 


We have shown, then, for over 
4,000 years, that is, for all ages 
recorded in the Bible, that God 
gave miracles. The day of miracles 
had not past when the last of the 
Bible was written. Now the Bible 
is equally clear in foretelling that 
all future ages foretold in Bible 
prophecies, will be marked by su- 


pernatural occurrences, that is,: 


miracles. Premillennialists, that is, 
those Christians who look for the 
comingof Christ and believe in His 
coming, take the prophecies at face

things, as they also lasted.” The 
miracles named are called our “ex- 
amples.” 

Verse 11 is even more emphatic; 
“Now all these things happened 
unto them for ensampies: and they 
are written for our admonition, up- 
on whom the ends of the world are 
come.” 

The miracles that occurred when 
God brought Israel out of Egypt 
and all God’s dealings with tnem, 
were ensampies. “Ali these things,” 
the Scripture says, were sampuies 
for us and the record is given for 
our admonition. The record given 
of God’s dealing with Israel in their 
journey was written, not primarily 
tor Oid Testament Jews, but pri- 
marily for New Testament Chris- 
tians! So says the Word of God! 
Instead of ending miracles, they 
were intended as sample miracies. 

Verse 13 has the same teaching. 

“There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man: 
but God is faithful, who will not 
suffer you to be tempted above that 
ye are able; but will with the 
temptation also make a way to 
escape, that ye may be able to bear 
it.” 

The word temptation here means 
part.cularly a trial. In other pas- 
sages it is translated assay, ex- 
amume, go about, prove, temptor, 
try. he Scripture says that such 
trials as the Israelites had, we 
have, and whatever trials or temp- 
tations or tight places Christians 
get into, they are “common to 
man.” That is, that in all ages 
men have the same needs, the same 
testings, the same reasons for call- 
ing on God. And then the rest of 
the verse tells us that in every case 
with the trial or need or tight place 
or temptation such as Israel raced 
at the Red Sea, or hungry in the 
desert, or without water, etc., God 
will make a way to escape. The 
clear meaning is that in all ages 
men have like trials, and that God 
is always able and willing to make 
a way to escape. From the con- 
text it seems clear that He re- 
fers to such trials as Israel faced 
before the Red Sea and in the 
wilderness, such trials as called for 
a miraculous way of escape when- 
ever necessary, but in any case a 
way of escape, 

I do not mean that it is always 
God’s will for us to stay out of 
trouble, but it is always God’s will 
for us to be able to bear trouble 
and never be pressed beyond en- 
durance, whether in temptation to 
sin or in the trial of our faith or 
in proving us before the world. 

According to I Corinthians 10:- 
1-13, then, the miracles God showed 
the children of Israel in bringing 
them out of Egypt are intended for 
sample miracies, and the account 
of them in the Bible should inspire 
us to believe in a great God and 
call on Him for all the help we 
need, without limit.
